PRINCETON 
SADLY 
WRECKED 
BY A TORNADO. 


Fifty People Reported K illed and In­ 
jured and Not a House Left 
Stand lug—Other Disasters.

E dw ard M eyer, a ’1< ngshoreman, was 
khpt and killed at New Orleans by George 
Kyle, a gambler. 


C in c in n a t i, Ohio, July 15.—A tornado 
Sunday afternoon wrecked tho little vil­ 
lage of Princeton, six miles east of Ham­ 
ilton, and brought death to many of tho 
residents. 
A report rereived from Hamil­ 
ton says that fifty people were killed or 
injured. 
Not a bouse escaped damage, and 
some of them were blown entirely away. 
Shortly before 4 o’c’ock a heavy black 
cloud passed eastward and to the side of 
Hamilton, just missing the city. 
Turning 
sharply in 
its track the storm came 
back and passed directly over Hamilton. 
The high wind 
was accompanist I by 
a flood and did groat damage to L ees. 
It 
was this storm which demolished tho vil­ 
lage of Princeton, striking tho place a lit­ 
tle after 4 o’clock. 
The most imposing 
building ini tho village, tho now brick 
school house, was swept entirely away. 
There are some twenty or more dwellings 
in tho place, which had a population of 
200. 
Every house was moro 
or 
less 
wrecked and several of them entirely de­ 
stroyed. 
In some instances not a trace of 
the structure was left on the spot 
The 
nows was brought to Hamilton by persons 
sent for assistance. 
A violent storm of wind and rain also 
visited Cincinnati, but spent its force 
mainly on the baso ball grounds, whore 
0,000 peoplo had assembled to witness a 
game between the Cincinnati and Brook­ 
lyn clubs. 
The grounds and stands were 
flooded with water in a few minutes. 
The 
wind camo in a fearful whirl and knocked 
down 500 feet of tho fence at tho north­ 
east corner of the grounds, whero the 
vehicles stand, and just missed the club 
house. 
Tho tornado then passed into tho 
open valley of the Mill Creek. The grand 
stand, w hich was packed with frightened 
spectators, rocked ominously, but held its 
place. 
Ton horses and several vehicles 
were buriod under tho west foneo, but 
were extricated by the players, whilo 
several horses broke loose and racing 
across tho diamond, huddled under the 
stands for protection. 
A wild scene en­ 
sued. 
Maddened animals dashed into tho 
grounds and flow over the turf at a tre­ 
mendous paco. 
In the grohd 6tafid women 
and children screamed with fright 
Just 
then the big canvas in front of the grapd 
stand w. s ripped into shreds, and A wild 
rush for exit began under tho impression 
that tho roof was going. 
A dozen people 
were hurt, but none seriously. 
Six car­ 
riages Woro completely demolished and 
one horse was killed. 
The damage' 4t tho 
grounds amount to $2,000. 
Tho tempest 
lasted only 
twenty 
minutes, 
but in 
that brief period it spread consternation 
among thousands. 
After the wind had 
spent its force tho rainfall continued with 
unabated fury for almost an hour. 
For 
three or four hours before tho terrible 
storm thick black clouds banked up the 
western horizon abd thousands of men, 
women 
and 
children 
were 
on the 
hilltops, 
and it 
is 
remarkable 
that 
no 
fatalities 
resulted from the tor­ 
nado. 
The storm followed A southwest 
course, and traveled back over the samo 
territory, mowing down crop9 and houses 
like wheat. 
In all parts of the city win­ 
dows were shattered, signs blown away, 
and trees prostrated. 
At the corner of 
Liberty and Freeman streets a street car 
was stopped by the force of tho wind. Tho 
storm raged in all the small towns outside 
Cincinnati 
Houses were swept away and 
great damage was done to crops.

graph wires are down lh all directions.

Tho Secretary o f Stato Does Not Intend 
to Resign. 
W ashington, July 15.—A Sunday paper 
announces that Mr. Blaino has tendered 
his resignation to tho President and that it 
has beon accepted to take place on Sept. I, 
and then it goos on to say: 
“ It is a well-known fact that tho health 
of Mr. Blaine during tho last foiii* months 
ha9 been tho cause of considerable worry 
to his family and his immediate friends; 
and it is upon tho advice of his physicians 
that be takes this step. 
The wopk in tho 
State Department has been very hard, and 
as Mr. Blaine always gives his personal 
attention to all important official matters 
It can readily be seen that the strain was 
more than he could stand. It is understood 
that tho Hon. John A. Kasson, tho dis­ 
tinguished diplomate, who was one of the 
commission to negotiate tho recont Samoan 
treaty at Berlin, will bo tho successor of 
Mr. Blaine in tho Stato Department.” 
All tho foregoing is doubtless true, but 
Mr. Blaine has not resigned; ho will not 
resign; ho never had any intention of re­ 
signing, and such an act Hover occurred to 
him or to the President as within the 
rango of possibilities. 
He believes and 
his physicians have told him that a sum­ 
mer’s rest and recreation will restore him 
to health. 
He is tho only head of a de­ 
partment who has found timo to leave 
very Important duties, but he has goho, 
and remains away with the Consent and 
encouragement of the President. 
Mr. 
Blaine manages to keep a pretty close 
knowledge of what is going on in tho 
department of Stato, 
and ho directs 
everything at long range. 
His son 
Walker keeps going back and forth bo 
tween Bar Harbor and Washington, and 
on every trip he carries and brings back 
copious memoranda as to affairs of im­ 
portance concerning which the Instructions 
of {tho secretary 
are needed. 
He rp- 
turned hero on Tuesday from Bar Harbor, 
and on Friday he loft again for that place 
with a Bachel full cf papers and a long list 
of items written on a slip of paper for oral 
information.

To do this it is thought a general striko 
of the engineers and firemen on every 
western road was proposed.

officers entered tho front door, and first 
found tho dead body of Thomas Smith, 
who had probably received his wound up­ 
stairs and had succeeded in roaching tile 
lower landing before falling. 
A bullet 
had entered his forhead. 
Ho was tho 
eldest of tho children, of which thoro were 
five 
Mrs. Smith was found in lx>d. 
Tho in­ 
dications wero that she was shot while 
asleep. 
Tho ball entered tho right tem ­ 
ple. 
All tho children occupied rooms in 
tho attic, tho second flo >r being used for 
general domestic purposo-s.

"Among the most curions people of this 
continent,” rem arked John Olendorff in 
San Francisco hotel, "are the native peons 
of Mexico, an i when you look at the female 
portion of this unaccountable race you g et 
a curious ropresentati n that makes you 
pause with wonder.
